He answered 
in detail the criticism of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, Vice President 
Nixon, Defense Secretary Wil- 
son and others, who have argued 
that his plan is impracticable 
and would endanger American 
and allied defenses. 

Supported by Two Senators. 

In a half-hour program, 
Stevenson was supported by the 
brief*but complete approval of 
Democratic Senators Clinton 
Anderson of New Mexico, chair- 
man of the Joint Congressional 
Atomic Energy Committee, and 
Stuart Symington of Missouri, 
a member of the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee.

CHICAGO, Oct. 16—Former 
State Treasurer Elmer J. Hoff- 
man testified today he Increased 
state deposits in the Granite 
City (I1l.) Trust & Savings Bank 
by $1,600,000 in 1953 at the re- 
quest of Orville E. Hodge, then 
State Auditor. 


Hoffman told the Senate 
Banking committee, which is 
holding hearings into the $1,- 
300,000 financial scandal that 
sent Hodge to prison, that he 
thought Henry Karandjeff, 
president of the Granite City 
bank, also talked to him about 


funds. 


The witness, 
who is again seeking election as 
state treasurer, testified he in- 
ereased the state funds on de- 
posit in the bank to $5,300,000 
from $3,700,000. 

(Karandjeff told the Post- 
Dispatch the amounts listed by 
Hoffman were “too high,” but 
he declined to comment further 
on statements by the former 
state treasurer.) 

Hodge Firm Had Account. 

During an investigation into 
Hodge’s frauds, it was. dis- 
covered his real estate and in- 
surance agency in Granite City 
had an account in Karandjeff’'s 
bank from which Hodge with- 
drew $335,000 last summer. 

An investigator said Hodge 
apparently used his apes 
account as aft intermed e- 
pository in an effort to cover up 
some of his financial manipula- 
tions. Hodge and. Karandjeff 
had half interests in two offices 
and store buildings in Granite 
City, but Hodge had no interest

NLRB Examiner Says 
_ Union Trusteés Have 
Not Signed Non-Red 
Oaths. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (AP) 
—A trial examiner for the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board 
today dismissed unfair labor 
practice charges filed by the 
United Auto Workers union 
against the Kohler Co., Sheboy- 
gan, Wis. 

The dismissal, subject to ap- 


| peal to the full NLRB, is a blow 
_to the UAW’s waning hopes in 


| its 24-year strike against 


| Kohler, longest pending labor 
dispute in the nation. 

The charges were filed two 
years ago. The NLRB examiner, 
George Downing, dismissed 
them on the ground that inter- 
national trustees of the UAW 
are elected constitutional offi- 
cers of the union who had failed 
to sign non-Communist affi- 
davits. 


(A United Press dispatch ex- 
plained that Downing upheld a 
company contention that the 
union trustees were officers and 
must meet the Taft-Hartley Act 
requirement of non-Comimunist 
affidavits from union officers 
if a union is entitled to the 
board’s servicemon unfair labor 
practice charges.)

MORE NURSES 
~ MEANINGLESS’ 


Head of Service Tells 
Aldermen Authoriza- 
tion Didn’t Include 
Funds for Additional 


Salaries.

An authorization by municipal 
officials to hire more nurses at 
City Hospital has been meaning- 
less because the officials have 
said there isn’t enough money 


in the budget to pay the addi- 
tional salaries, Miss Frances 
Vetter, director of the School 
of Nursing and nursing service 
at City Hospital, told a special 
aldermanic committee yester- 
day. 

On several occasions, 
Vetter said, she had recruited 
nurses to work at City Hospital 
but was told budget limitatiohs 
prevented their beirig hired. For 
example, she said, in September 
1954 she lost. an opportunity 
to take on eight nurses after 
she was told there wasn't 
enough money to pay thir sala- 
ries. 

Conceding that the limited 
budget did nof “altogether” ac- 
count for the lack of personnel, 
she attributed the shortage also 
to refusal by the Civil Service 
Commission to pay differentials 
to nurses working night duty 
and in the psychiatric division, 
despite repeated pleas by her 
and A t Hospital Commis- 
sioner James McGuire. 
Complained to Mrs. Brungard. 

She said that in asking fer 
more nurses she told Mrs. Ed- 
ward G. Brungard, director of 
public welfare, “that patients 
were’ not getting fed properly 
and that we didn’t even have 
enough nurses to give the pa- 
tients drinks of water.” 


Miss Vetter told the commit- 
tee, which is seeking to deter- 
mine whether appropriations are 
sufficient to hire enough nurses, 
that she was never told what 
portion of the hospital’s budget 
is for nurses’ salaries nor spe- 
cifically how many nurses she 
can hire. 

She said twice she has gone 
before the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment to ask it to 
create more positions and twice 
the board has refused, giving. 
instead a small pay rise for ex- 
isting positions. 

Attributing the high tfirnover 
of nurses to the heavy work 
load, Miss Vetter said sometimes 
one nurse is charged with car- 
ing for two divisions—about 120 
patients—at one time. 

$170,000 Needed for Salaries. 


McGuire said City Hospital 
has difficulty competing with 
private hospitals for nurses be- 
cause it doesn’t pay the cus- 
tomary $30-a-month differential 
for night work and work in the 
psychiatric division. He esti- 
mated that the hospital needs 
$170,000 more to pay the sal- 
aries for existing vacancies this 
year. 

Dr. Cyril Costello, chief of 
staff, presented a 37-page ex- 
tract of minutes of staff meet- 
ings and various communica- 
tions to support his contention 
that city officials in charge of 
the hospital have long been 
aware of the nursing shortage 
and other reported deficiencies. 

He said the hospital’s path- 
ology laboratory “positively 
would not” have lost its accre- 
ditation last July if there had 
been money in the budget to 
hire technicians, as previously 
requested. He told the commit- 
tee the Missouri State Nursing 
Association “is threatening to 
withdraw its approval of the 
nurses’ training program if the 
nursing shortage isn’t allevi- 
ated.” 

Service Is ‘The Worst.’ 

He described -the nursing 
service at the hospital “as the 
worst in any hospital I’ve ever 
seen anywhere in the world,” 
adding that this is a result of 
the shortage, not the quality, 
of care. 

S. R. Kieffer, 
macist at the hospital, said that 
“quite often” his drug orders 
are cut by Milan Milkovich, 
hospital administrator. He cited 
a recent reduction of one-half 
in his order for a type of tran- 
quilizer drug and another re- 
duction of $14,000 in one of his 
monthly orders for $31,000 
worth of drugs.

Operation—Shipments to Private 
Companies Started. 


Mallinckrodt Chemical Works 
of St. Louis announced today 
that the world’s first production 
by private industry of enriched 
uranium, for use in generating 
commercial electric power from 
atomic energy, started last 
month at a new $750,000 Mallin- 
ckrodt plant at Hematite, Mo., 
40 miles south of St. Louis. 

The manufacturing process 
at Hematite currently involves 
treatment of uranium hexa- 
fluoride, purchased from the 
Atomic Energy Commission at 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., to produce 
two grades of uranium dioxide 
enriched in the isotope U-235. 
Other compounds, such as 
uranium trioxide, can be manu- 
factured at the plant. 

Produced to meet specifica- 
tions of individual customers, 
the uranium dioxide is shipped 
from Hematite to customer 
plants, where it is shaped for 
use in the center, or core, of 
atomic reactors. The material, 
when properly placed, produces 
heat that leads to generation of 
electricity. Es 

Concerns Getting Material. 

Frederick M. Belmore, special 
assistant to the president of 
Mallinckrodt, said concerns to 
which the material had been 
shipped included General Elec* 
tric Co.’s newly established 
Atomic Power Equipment De- 
partment at San Jose, Calif., 
and Aerojet General Nucleonics 
at San Ramon, Calif. 

The General Electric organiza- 
tion will manufacture and sell 
atomic reactors to public utili- 
ties. The first commercial plant 
for power production has yet to 
be set up. It is expected to be 
built by General Electric for 
Commonwealth Edison Co., in 
the Chicago area.

he two grades of uranium 
dioxide being turned out by 
Mallinckrodt at Hematite are a 
ceramic grade,-designed for use 
in pellet form, and a sintered, or 
high-fired, material which is for 
use in “matrix” or “ceramet” 
type fuel elements. The Hema- 
tite plant has 25 employes. 


Pilot Plant Here. 

When the raw material, urani- 
um hexafluoride, reaches the 
new plant, it is in gaseous form, 
shipped by the Atomic Energy 
Commission in metal bottles 
comparable to those used for 
handling oxygen. Treatment 
processes were worked out at a 
Mallinckrodt pilot plant in St. 
Louis. The pilot plant here was 
started last January. 

Belmore said Mallinckrodt, 
wh’ 1 pioneered In refining of 
uranium ore for defense pur- 
poses in World War II, was the 
first concern to produce en- 
riched uranium for commercial 
power purposes and was the 
only concern now so engaged. 

The plant at Hematite occu- 
pies a 150-acre tract. It was. de- 
signed by the company’s engi- 
neering department and is com- 
pletely air-conditioned and fire- 
proof. The site has ample room, 
the company said, for expansion 
to meet needs of “what appar- 
ently will be a rapidly growing 
industry.” 

A wiré fence encloses the 
manufacturing area, and secur- 
ity guards are on 24-hour duty.

$240,000. Each left his estate in trust under 

his will for the benefit of his wife and children. 

When Brown died, the tax on his estate was $9,500. 

When Smith died some six months later, the tax 

upon his estate was $44,700—nearly five times the 
tax on Brown's estate. 


Why was there such a great difference in the 
tax burden on two estates of about the same size? 
The explanation is this. Brown created two trusts 
under his will, one trust to take advantage of the 
marital deduction and the other trust to dispose of 
the residue of his estate. The creation of the 
marital deduction trust cut his estate in half for 
tax purposes and cut the tax down from $44,700 
to $9,500. The half of his estate that escaped taxa- 
tion as a result of the marital deduction trust will 
ultimately be taxed upon the death of Mrs. Brown, 
at which time another tax of about $9,500 will 


be levied. 


Smith did not take advantage of the marital 
deduction, and, while there will be no further tax 
upon the death of Mrs. Smith, the tax upon his 
death was nearly five times the tax on Brown's 
estate. It is more than double the stim of the taxes 
paid at Brown’s death and the taxes which sub- 
sequently will be levied upon the estate at the 
death of Mrs. Brown.

In view of all this, what he has now proposed 
needs to be summarized. He starts with the 
terrible knowledge that “the H-bomb is already 
so powerful that a single bomb could destroy 
the largest city on the earth.” Next he points 
out that “the testing of an H-bomb anywhere 
can be quickly detected,” and here he has the 
support of no less a military authority than 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

Gov. Stevenson’s next major point is one 
that ought to concern every man and woman 
and every child old enough to think for himself. 
It is the potential consequences of unlimited 
H-bomb testing through the radioactive fallout 
that already is said to enter the bones of peoples 
through the food they eat. 

The Democratic nominee expressly disclaims 
being an alarmist and says frankly that scien- 
tists do not yet know how dangerous the threat 
of radioactivity is. But they do know, as Gov. 
Stevenson says, that “the threat will increase if 
we go on testing” and they know that “less than 
half the poisonous strontium created by past 
tests by Russia and the United States has yet 
fallen to earth from the stratosphere.” 

With this as the situation, current and poten- 
tial, Gov. Stevenson proposes simply that the 
United States take the lead in proposing that 
other nations which possess the H-bomb join 
in an agreement not to conduct further tests. He 
conditions this on the clearly stated proviso that 
“unless they did likewise we would have to 
resume our experiments too.” 

Meantime there would be, in the Stevenson 
proposal, no diminution in military research 
and development in the United States. We 
would operate on the sound basis that, as the 
Iltinoisan phrases it, “until there is world-wide 
agreement on an effective system of balanced 
arms reductions with adequate safeguards, we 
must maintain our defense and the defenses of 
the free world.”’

Wisconsin adopted this system, and restricted 
it only to the presidential electiort, for two rea- 
sons.

The 
other was that the new resident might be pre- 
sumed to know national candidates and issues, 
but he might not know so much about state and 
local matters. 

No other state offers the ballot to newcomers 
in this manner, though Connecticut permits ab- 
sentee voting by persons who move out of that 
State if they cannot yet vote in their new loca- 
tions. Thirty-two states insist on one year of 
residence before voting; five insist on two years; 
and only 11 permit voting with six months’ resi- 
dence. (Missouri voters must establish residence 
of one year in the state,.and 60 days in county 
or city, Illinois also requires one year’s residence. ) 

Because of these restrictions on voters, and be- 
cause Americans are always on the move, some 
6,000,000 citizens will not be allowed to vote this

Undoubtedly Banker Frisk will now oblige 
with a list of banks that did not contribute to 
campaign funds together with a list of the de- 
posits of public funds which they received.

As Europe Turns Inward 


The Mirror 
of . 
Public Opinion 


Britain for first time is seriously considering joining a West 
European frée market system; Mr. Dulles's failure to support 
allies on Suez drives them toward unity, whether intended or 
not; thus ‘third force’ idea has been revived on Continent.

A year ago an obscure “working 
group” of lowly government civil ser- 
vants met in Brussels to go over once 
more some of the old ideas of ways and 
means of working out a closer economic 
relationship among the countries of 
Europe. 

Seldom in history has an idea with 
such humble and obscure origins burst 
so suddenly into the front rank of 
world affairs. 

When launched, this project was only 
some driftwood left on the shore by 
the receding tide of the once promising 
European Defense Community. During 
the last week of September the British 
Government presented to the finance 
ministers of the British Commonwealth 
for their views the fact that London is, 
for the first time, quite seriously think- 
ing of -joining a Western European 
free-market system. 

Before this step had been taken 
Chancellor Adenauer of West Germany 
had formally invited Britain to become 
a partner in a project which until that 
time had involved only France, Italy, 
West Germany and the Benelux group 
—the so-called “Messina Powers,” from 
a finance ministers meeting at Messina, 
Italy, earlier this year. 

By far the most interesting facet of 
the matter is that the elevation of this 
project from the ranks of vague ideas 
to the level of a very serious possibility 
is in part a by-product of United States 
Secretary of State Dulles’s handling of 
the Suez crisis. 

Britain was jolted by Washington’s 
failure to back its Suez policy into 
thinking more earnestly than ever be- 
fore about new forms of partnership 
with Europe.. 

A-previous Washington development 
had had a similar impact on Germany. 
This spring Dr. Adenauer was pro- 
foundly disturbed by a report that the 
United States was considering a sub- 
stantial reduction, ®erhaps even the 


withdrawal altogether, of its armed 
forces in Germany. 
German thinking then, as British 


thinking since Suez, has tended to turn 
away from reliance on the United 
States toward ways and means of find- 
ing self-reliance. 

French thinking, of course, was no 
less influenced than British thinking 
by the Suez business. 


It could almost be said that Mr. Dul- 
les has done more to promote Western 
European wnity by failing to support 
London and Paris over Suez than all 
the arguments and persuasions of a 
decade ever did. Whether this was his 
purpose is problematical, but the end 
result of what might be called ‘a trend 
toward United States disengagement 
from Europe and from the North Atlan- 
tic Alliance has jolted Western Europe 
into sudden and vigorous consideration 
of an alternative. 

It produced a quick settlement. be- 
tween France and West Ger of 
the long-fermenting Saar dispute. It 
broke the ancient resistance of London 
to an idea which in the end might 
make Britain more a part of Europe 
and less the center of the British Com- 
monwealth. 

As it stands now, Britain still hopes 
to have both the closer association with 


Europe, and the Commonwealth. It re- 
mains to be seen how the Co.imon- 
wealth countries will regard the proj- 
ect. The prime ministers went back 
from their meeting in London to con- 
sult the respective governments. They 
did not express an opinion at the con- 
ference. . 

But the essential thing is that the 
British Government stands ready in its 
own mind to enter into a Western Euro- 
pean free market in which the products 
of British industry would take their 
chances competitively with German, 
French, Italian and Benelux products 
in a pooled market. 

Many a detail remains to be worked 
out. Commonwealth preferences for 
raw materials and agricultural goods 
would still hold in the British market 
under the British version of the plan. 
Could this .happen without damaging

Britain’s trade relations with the Com- 
monwealth? Will the ‘‘Messina coun- 
tries’’ agree to this? 

But Mr. Dulles has given his blessing 
to the project. Britain’s adherence to it 
would reduce the old French fear of 
being smothered by Germany in any 
form of European pool. The ultimate 
effect would indeed be to build an eco- 
nomie “third force” in the world. 

There has been much talk off and 
on ever since World War II started of 
a “third force.” The closeness of the 
United States alliance with Britain and 
Western Europe has tended to push 
aside that concept. 

It has been revived in recent days by 
two developments. The first has been 
the emergence of the Soviet Union as 
an industrial competitor. The second 
has been the attenuation of United 
States ties with its European allies. 

Now, suddenly, the new combination 
of elements once more has made the 
“third force” idea a living and lively 
one. The “common market” of the six 
“Messina powers” .and Britain would 
roughly equal the United States or the 
Soviet markets. Something new has 
been added to the shape of affairs.

Riding Down From Lapland 


JOURNEY FROM THE ARCTIC, by BD. C. Brown. 

(Knopf, 232 pgs., $4.50.) 

How a journey may be shared enjoy- 
mes though it is one .without mu 
point and nearly free of vivid incident, 
is shown by an Englishman, D. C. 
Brown, in his “Journey From the Are- 
tic,” an engrossing narrative uf a horse 
back ride starting in upper Lapland and 
ending in lower Norway. 

Brown is an adventurer at heart ané 
wanted simply to go traveling in an un- 
usual way to unusual places. After de. 
ciding on a Scandinavian journey, he 
advertised for a companion and found 
one in a similarly minded Dane. The 
two set out from Bossekop, North Lap- 
land, 300 miles north of the Arctic 
Circle. 

It was midwinter, since Brown had 
thought it wouldn’t be sporting to ride 
in the north at any other season. The 
travelers crossed the great Lapp pla- 
teau on borrowed horses, savoring the 
solitude and white emptiness, troubled 
only by a blizzard. They bought twéd 
remarkable horses, Musti and Pilkis, at 
Karesuando, in Sweden, and from then 
traveled light, depending on the hos- 
pitality of the countryside. .

They endured hardships of cold and 
hunger but in the main fared very well, 
always finding generous folk ready te 
help them. They went slowly through 
the thick Swedish forests, along the 
slopes of the Kiolens, up mountain 
passes into Norway and through the 
towering Jotunheimen mountains down 
to the fjords and the end of their five 
month journey. Only once, when they 
were lost in marshes, were they in trud 
danger, though their curious trek onc@ 
caused them to be arrested as spies. *

Dr. W. Barry Wood Talks 
at Jewish Hospital 
Ceremony. 


Modern medicine now is in a 
state of “intense ferment” be- 
cause of the rapid expansion of 
the dimensions of medical 
science and the growing length 
of time it takes to train a 
competent physician, Dr. W. 
Barry Wood Jr., vice president 
of the Johns Hopkins Medical 
Institutions said here last night. 

Dr. Wood, formerly a faculty 
member of Washington Univer- 
sity School of Medicine, spoke 
at a Hotel Chase dinner held 
as part of a three-day dedica- 
tion observance for the Jewish 
Hospital Medical Center. About 
500 physicians and their wives 
attended. 

In discussing the. depth and 
breadth of present-day medical 
research, Dr. Wood. contrasted 
the epochal studies on human 
body temperature made by Carl 
A. Wunderlich of Leipzig in the 
nineteenth century with recent 
work done at the University of 
Colorado regarding genetics of 
individual mammalian cells. 

Superficial Studies. 

Wunderlich’s obseyv ations 
were important but relatively 
superficial, Dr. Wood said, since 
they made no attempt to get 
at underlying causes. The Wun- 
derlich study was based on rec- 
ords of 25,000 patients, and it 
established a relationship be- 
tween body temperature and 
the commonest forms of disease, 

Dr. Wood said the Colorado 
work done under Theodore 
Puck, head of the university's 
biophysics department, involved 
ingenious innovations that made 
it possible for scientists to make 
studies of individual mammalian 
cells similar to those bacteri-

« Puck has already applied the 
investigative technique to an 
analysis of the action of ioniz-

So after the war, I served 
for several years with the 
American delegation in the early 
days of the United Nations, 
both here and abroad. And that, 
in turn, led me into politics. 

. And now, 13 years after that 
decision in Italy, I come before 
you tonight to talk a little about 
the cause which means more to 
all of us than anything else— 
the cause of peace. 

Caught in Arms Race. 

It is not accident that the in-

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Effective disarmament means 


juniversal disarmament—an open 


sponsible statesmen do not risk 
the security of their countries 
for hopes which may prove il- 
lusory or promises that are 
worthless. 

But nations have become so 
accustomed to living in the dark 
that it is not easy for them to 
learn to live in the light. And 
all our efforts to work out any 
safe, reliable, effective system 
of inspection to prevent evasion 
of arms agreements have been 
blocked by the Soviet rulers. 
They will not agree to let us in- 
spect them: We cannot agree to 
disarm unless we can inspect 
them. And the matter has been 
deadlocked there for 11 years. 

Yet if we are going te 
make any progress we must 
find means of breaking out of 
this deadly deadlock. We 
must come forward with pro- 
posals- which will bear wit- 


Third, these tests themselves 
may cause the human racer un- 
measured damage. 

With every explosion of a su- 


world at all altitudes—later to 
fall to earth as dust or in rain. 
This radioactive “fallout” car- 
ries something called strontium- 
90, which is the most dreadful 
poison in the world. Only a 
tablespoon shared equally by all 
members of the human race 
would produce a dangerous 
level of radioactivity in the 
bones of every individual. In 
sufficient concentration it can 
cause bone cancer and danger- 
ously affect the reproductive 
processes. 


Prior to the atomic age, ra- 
dioactive strontium was prac- 
tically non-existent in the world. 
Careful studies show that to- 
day all of us—all over the world 
—have some of it in our bones. 
It enters our bodies through the 
foodstuffs grown in soil on 
which the bomb dust has fallen. 
I do not wish to be an alarm- 
ist and I am not asserting that 
the present levels of radioac- 
tivity are dangerous. Scientists 
do not know exactly how dan- 
gerous the threat is. But they 
know the threat will increase 
if we go on testing. And we 
should remember that less than 
half of the strontium created

But we can discuss it seriously 
and soberly, with mutual re- 
spect for the desire we all have 
for progress toward peace.

They go to their 
family homes rarely, although 
relatives and f¢iends may visit 
them. They read during meals 
and when no classes are in ses- 
sion, they study in their simply 
furnished rooms. Most of their 
life is dedicated to prayer and 
they are awakened every day 
at 2 a.m. and summoned to the 
chapel where for an hour they 
chant the Divine Office. They 
return to bed at 3, to sleep 
until 6, when again they are 
called to prayer and to begin a 
15-hour day, lightened only by 
half-hour recreational and lei- 
sure periods following dinner 
and supper. Five hours every 
day are spent in the Monastic 
choir. 


As individual priests, they 
own no property and any money 
they receive, either as gifts or 
offerings at services such as 
weddings or baptisms, or as 
tokens of appreciation from 
parishes where they have con- 
ducted missions, goes into the 
common fund. ven money 
gifts from their families are 
placed in this fund.

Yugoslavs Turn Out Nightly for Ghostly Procession in Effort to Escape Bleak Existence

In the light of this, I wasn’t 
surprised when officials of 
Yugoconcert, acting on behalf 
of the Ministry of Culture, 
promptly okayed an agreement 
for a reciprocal exchange of 
artists, similar to the ones I had 
worked out with the Soviets and 
Poles. 


The strangest bit of drama 
I saw on the entire trip was 
the nightly parade on the Tera- 
zije, the mile-long Broadway 
of Belgrade. At six each eve- 
ning, overhead fluorescent 
lights flare up, traffic is cut 
off, and a third of the city’s 
population of more than 200,- 
000 start meandering up and 
down, stopping only to gape at 
show windows full of costly 
merchandise they have no hope 
of ever buying. Quietly, al- 
most like condemnéd men walk- 
ing the last mile, they keep 
shuffling along this flood- 
lighted strip, and the ghostly 
procession continues until the 
lights flicker out at midnight. 


Why does a third of Bel- 
grade walk the Terazije night 
after night? An old-time news- 
paperman explained it this way: 
The people simply can’t bring 
themselves to go back to those 
bleak rooms with the four 
squeezed-in beds. There's a 
story about squeezed-in beds 
they tell on the Terazije. A 
schoolteacher handed out fancy 
colored photos of Tito to her 
pupils, and next day asked the 
children what they had done 
with them. One after another, 
the kids got up and said they 
had tacked them on the walls. 
All except little Jan. 

“Why didn’t you hang up the 
picture of our leader?” the 
teacher asked. 


“I couldn't,” said the child. 
“The other four families in our 
room have the walls. We live 
in the middle.” 

In London, before setting out 
for the Communist countries, I 
was received by Jacob Malik, 
the Soviet Ambassador to Brit- 
ain, at the plush embassy near 
Kensington Palace. While chat- 
ting in the rose garden, I men- 
tioned that after Russia I 
planned to visit Romania and 
the other satellites. 

“Mr. Rose,” said Malik stern- 
ly, “Russia has no satellites.”

Nary a muscle moved in 
Malik’s face. “Russia,” he re- 
peated, “has no satellites... .” 

Six weeks later, when our 
plane set down at the Bucharest 
airport, the first thing we 
noticed was a statue of Stalin 
almost as tall as the terminal. 
And as we limousined into town, 
we saw dozens of blow-ups of 
Khrushchev, Bulganin and 
Voroshilov. It was enough to 
make a man wonder if Malik 
could possibly be wrong! 

Potshots aside, our reception 
in Bucharest was the warmest 
we encountered on our trip. A 
contingent from the Ministry of 
Culture was at the airport to 
greet us and, with much honk- 
ing of horns, we were escorted 
to the Athenee Palace hotel. 
There we were ensconced in a 
four-room suite and informed 
we were guests of the govern- 
ment. 

My first meeting with the 
commissars of culture was held 
that night in the paneled library 
of an expropriated mansion. The 
temperature was in the high 
nineties. “Would you do a visit- 
ing fireman a favor?” I said

through my Interpreter. “Let's 
take off our coats.”

The culture men 
grinned, and before you could 
say Anna Pauker, we had agreed 
on all points, major, minor and 
miniscule. Incidentally, there 
might be a lesson in this for 
the State Department. If proto- 
col fails, try pistachio. 

Next morning at 9, the Ro- 
manians began auditioning 
artists for me in their big and 
baroquish Radio building. The 
first hour I listened to a 30- 
piece gypsy orchestra led by a 
gent named Wagner. The team- 
work and virtuosity of the fid- 
dle section was just a shade 
south of perfection. The second 
hour, in a studio on another 
floor, they let me hear their 
No. 1 dance band batoned by 
Sile Dinicu, the Stan Kenton of 
the Balkans. Pretty good.

HESE auditions continued 
T until dinner time, winding 

up with a group of opera 
singers who had been ordered 
to cut their vacations short so 
the “Americanski” could hear 
them. Maybe I imagined it, but 
it seemed that the Carméns and 
Pagliaccis, their hearts in their 
mouths, were trying to sing 
their way to the United States. 

That night, my wife, Joyce, 
and I attended an official shin- 
dig at the new Opera House. 
After the usual speeches, the 
Romanian Army chorale boomed 
out a ballad called, “Long Live 
the Soviet Land.” “I wonder if 
Malik knows about this,” I 
muttered to myself. 

Next day, August 23, was the 
Romanian Fourth of July — 
the day the Russians “liberated” 
Bucharest, if you'll pardon the 
verb. At 8 a.m., Joyce and I 
squeezed our way into a grand- 
stand on one side of the city’s 
great central square. All around 
us were members of the Cen- 
tral Committee, Russian gen- 
erals and, for good measure, 
President Grotewohl of East 
Germany and Premier Nagy of 
Hungary. ; 

Drawn up before us was a 
500-piece military band, flanked 
on one side by a giant statue of 
Stalin, and on the other by a 
30-foot portrait of Lenin. “Ah, 
that Malik!” I sighed. 

I'd like to review the military 
parade I saw that morning as 
if it were a show, which, in 
fact, it was. As the performance 
began, the band, after much 
rolling of drums, crashed into 
the first selection, and hundreds 


of slickly-costumed soldiers to 
the right and left yipped and 
hurrahed on exact cue. Then 
came several miles of trucks, 
tanks, motorized searchlights 
and cannon, chaperoned by 50,- 
000 high-stepping trodps, all 
moving with the precision of 
Radio City Rockettes, Finally, 
at just the right dramatic mo- 
ment, 18 Soviet jets, in chorus- 
boy formation, zoomed on and 
off. And so it went. No stage 
— no flubbed lines, no ad 


I've seen myself work for 
weeks to get 24 chorus girls to 
keep from tripping over their 
own size-nines. How, I asked 
myself, had the Romanians 
come by all this precision and 
polish? Well, I checked, and 
the explanation is Simon-simple. 
The parade had been rehearsed 
for three months, and then 
dress-rehearsal in the square 
for 10 successive days begin- 
ning at 4 a.m. 


Theatrically, the performance 
had only one serious flaw. Like 
most Communist shows, it was 
too long. I walked out after 
three hours, mumbling “cut.” 

Around 7:30 that night, Joyce 
and I drove to the airport and 
hopped a plane for the first 
leg of our trip back to Lon- 
don. As we taxied down the 
runway, I tipped my hat to the 
big statue of Stalin. “‘So long, 
pal,” I said, “I'll give your re- 
gards to Malik.” 

My reason for visiting the 
Communist capitals is based on 
a meeting at Geneva about a 
year ago, where -John Foster 
Dulles and the foreign ministers 
of Great Britain and France 
presented. a 17-point program 
to Russia which aimed “to 
bring about such freer contacts 
and exchanges as are to the 
mutual advantage of the coun- 
tries and people concerned.” 
Three of the 17 points had to

Point 6 suggested the ex- 
change of film “at normal com- 
mercial prices and on normal 
commercial terms.” 

Point 7 recommended “ex- 
changes of exhibitions between 
the Soviet Union and the three 
Western countries.” 


Point 14 called for “cultural 
exchanges on a reciprocal basis, 
drawing on the best each has 
to offer.” 

This program, as you know, 
was not accepted by the So- 
viets, and more’s the pity be- 
cause, as President Eisenhower 
pointed out, it might have gone 
a long way toward easing the 
tensions and tantrums of the 
world.
